The invention is characterised in that it consists in: shaping the cream paper along 
emboss lines; providing stiffening slots on either side of the emboss lines; reinforcing the 
mechanical strength of said emboss lines by covering same with a coating; allowing the 
emboss lines to exceed the aforementioned former and the hardening strips and generating 
the double slope imprint; and, subsequently, cutting the composite strip to the right and at 
the middle of each double slope imprint.
